SIZ0O called from the Bureau and said the 
Bureau had approved recommendation of NYO 
to give to the NYCPD information which we 
possess about the NOI affiliation of TALMADGE HAYER, aka, who 
is in police custody for the shooting of MALCOLM xX.
